PETER'S SQUARE, 
DURING ‘WHICH HE REPORTEDLY SAID THAT THE HOPES OE THE. 
FAMILIES OF ARGENTINA'S MISSING PERSONS HAD BEEN 
"SMASHED" BY THE JUNTA'S DECLARATION THAT TEE MISSING 
ARE NOW LEGALLY D EAD . THE POPE'S STATEMENT FOLLOWED BY 
ONE DAY A FRONT-PAGE EDITORIAL IN THE VATICAN'S SEMI- 
OFFICIAL NEWSPAPER "L'OSSSRVATORE ROMANO," WHICH WAS

5. COMMENT: ALTHOUGH THE GOA CAN DOWNPLAY PERTINI'S

6. (U) FRENCH GOVERNMENT CRITICIZES THE JUNTA'S REPORT 

PRESS REPORTS STATED THAT TEE FRENCH GOVERNMENT CALLED IN 
TEE ARGENTINE CHARGE ON MAY 3 TO EXPRESS ITS "GREAT 
SURPRISE AT A STATEMENT THAT PURPORTS TO EXONERATE FROM 
ALL RESPONSIBILITY THE PERPETRATORS OF BRUTALITIES 
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COMMITTED IN THE NAME OF MAINTAINING PUBLIC ORDER." 

FRENCH FOREIGN MINISTRT SOURCES TOLD THE PRESS THAT THE 
ARGENTINE CHARGE HAD ALSO BEEN TOLD THAT FRANCE WAS 
DETERMINED TO PURSUE ITS EFFORTS TO SKID LIGHT ON TEE 
DISAPPEARANCES TEAT OCCURRED IN ARGENTINA, PARTICULARLY

TO EXPRESS HIS GOVERNMENT'S PG3ITION ON THE JUNTA'S 
REPORT. MIRANDA TOLD REPORTERS AFTER THE MEETING TEAT

8. (U) EUROPEAN COMMUNITY CRITICIZES THE REPORT 

PRESS REPORTS OF MAY 7 ALSO STATED THAT WEST GERMAN 
FOREIGN MINISTER HANS GENSCHER, SPEAKING IN BONN AS 
PRESIDENT OF THE TEN-NATION EUROPEAN COMMUNITY'S 
COUNCIL OF FOREIGN MINISTERS, SAID IN A STATEMENT TEAT 
"THE MILITARY JUNTA'S DOCUMENT PUBLISHED ON APRIL 28 
CANNOT BE ACCEPTED AS A SUFFICIENT OR FINAL ANSWER TO 
TEE MANY REOUESTS EY THE TEN (PEC NATIONS' FOR INFORMA- 
TION FROM THE ARGENTINE GOVERNMENT ON THE FATE OF 
MISSING PEOPLE. THE TEN THEREFORE MAINTAIN THEIR 
DEMAND THAT THE ARGENTINE GOVERNMENT MAKE SURE OF A 
SATISFACTORY EXPLANATION." 

9. (U) MOTHERS AND OTHERS DEMONSTRATE 

THE MOTHERS OF THE PLAZA DE MAYO'S WEEKLY DEMONSTRATION 
WAS LARGER THAN USUAL ON MAY 5. APPROXIMATELY 4000 
PEOPLE TURNED OUT TO PROTEST THE JUNTA'S REPORT IN A 
PEACEFUL DEMONSTRATION TEAT INCLUDED LEADING HUMAN RIGHTS 
ACTIVISTS AND REPRESENTATIVES FROM THE PERON1ST, RADICAL 
AND OTHER POLITICAL PARTIES. 

10. (U; JUNTA DOCUMENT CALLED A GIFT 

THE PRESIDENT OF THE CENTER FOR LEGAL AND SOCIAL STUDIES 
(CELSy, EMILIO MIG NONE , TOLD THE PRESS ON MAY 5 THAT 
TEE MILITARY JUNTA'S REPORT WAS A "GIFT" TO HUMAN RIGHTS 
GROUPS BICAUSE "IT HAS RAISED AWARENESS OF THE HUMAN 
RIGHTS ISSUE TREMENDOUSLY." MIGNONF, ALSO SAID THAT 
CELS AND OTHER HUMAN RIGHTS ORGANIZATIONS IN ARGENTINA
